It was he 
who told about the dynamite, but he 
doesn’t know where it is hidden, he 
says, or how much there is of it. 


Planned to Free 55. 
The story of the conspiracy which 
would have liberated fifty-five soldiers, 
sent to the Fort Sheridan guardhouse 
from_all parts of the country, became 
known last night. It was confirmed 
by Lieut. G. M. Craig of the army in- 
telligence service and Capt. Thomas

The plot was born of Private Robert 
Osborne, alias Fay Van Avery, who 
had a criminal record and a history 
as a jail breaker before he went into

Osborne was charged with robbery, 
desertion, and jail-breaking; Prohl, 
With jail-breaking and desertion. 


Record of Escapes.

Liberty bonds and pocketing the 
money. He broke jail, with Prohl and 
Hinkler and three others, on Feb. 12. 
He was recaptured, but got away from 
a sentry, and was recaptured in Mil- 
waukee.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Saturday, April 
12.—Kemal Bey, governor of Diarbekr, 
has been publicly hanged in Bayazid 
square in Stamboul, in the presence of 
the military governor of Constanti- 
nople and other high officials. 

Kemal Bey was sentenced to death 
as one of those responsible for the 
Armenian deportations and massacres 
in the Yozghad district. The former 
commander of the gendarmerie in 
Yozghad was sentenced to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment in the fortress.

The trial of those responsible for 
the Armenian massacres by the Turks 
began early in February at Constan- 
tinople.

VATICAN REFUSES 
TO JOIN IN UNITY 
OF ALLCHURCHES 


ROME, April 13.—lIt is stated semi- 
officially on behalf of the vatican that 
the holy see has not given its ad- 
herence to the pan-Christian congress 
which it is proposed to hold shortly, 
as the Catholic church, considering 
her dogmatic character, could not join 
in the congress on an equal footing. 

The feeling of the vatican, says the 
semi-official expression, is that all other 
Christian denominations seceded from 
the Roman church, which descends 
directly from Christ, and that there- 
fore Rome cannot go to them, it being 
for them to return to her bosom. 

The pope, the expression adds, is 
ready to receive representatives of 
dissident churches with open armas, as 
the Roman church has always longed 
for the unification of all Christian 
religions.

Victory for League Critics 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., April 13.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—The amendments incorporated 
in the redrafted league of nations cove- 
nant appear on the surface to represent 
a tremendous victory for the Repub- 
lican senators who formally served no- 
tice on the president that they would 
prevent’ ratification of the plan in the 
form originally submitted. 

The revised provisions patently are 
intended to remove the _ objections 
voiced severally and collectively by the 
thirty-nine Republican senators who 
Signed the Lodge “round robin” and 
by other Republican and Democratic 


senators, an aggregation sufficient in | 
number to defeat ratification of any. 


treaty by the requisite two-thirds ma- 
jority of the senate. 
Opposition Likely to Dwindle. 

Although the president had asserted 
that the covenant could not and would 
not be amended, Mr. Wilson and the al- 
lied statesmen have endeavored to meet 
the demands for changes emanating 
from the senate. 

If the text of the revised articles 
conforms to the brief officiak summary 
of the amendments cabled from Paris, 
it is expected that opposition repre- 
sented by the “round robin” signers 
and their sympathizers will dwindle 
to the point that will assure consider- 
ably. more- than a two-thirds majority 
for the covenant. 

Summary of Repairs. 

The principal objections raised and 
the amendments adopted to remove 
them are: 

Nullification of Monroe doctrine— 
Proviso inserted declaring that the 
covenant “does not affect the valid- 
ity” of the Monroe doctrine. 

Abrogation of sovereignty—Amend- 
ment provides that armament can be 
reduced only with consent of individ- 
ual states, and that the contribution

We want to wait and 
borrow from those who will be in a po- 
sition to help us most. It appears that 
our national debt amounts to between 
600,000,000 and 700,000,000 pesos ($300,-

“There are many claims growing out

Hoover Reports on Ef- 
forts to Halt Wide 
Famines. 


PARIS, April 13.—Herbert, Hoover, 
director general of relief, has issued a 
review of the measures carried out 
iby the United States, Great Britain, 
France, and Italy during the month 
| of March through the codrdination of 
| the Supreme economic council. The 
‘total value of supplies distributed in 
‘the month was approximately $95,000,- 
| 000, of which all but about $2,500,000 
‘was furnished on a basis of deferred 
payment. 
| The supplies amounted to 388,041 
tons, divided as follows: 


Poland received 51, 745 tons of sup- 
plies. 

Under the terms of the armistice, ar 
rangements for shipment through Dan- 


with great smoothness and dispatch, as 
high as 4,500 tons a day by rail from 
Danzig to Warsaw having been trans- 
ported. All sections threatened with 
critical famine conditions have received 
relief. 

Finland Gets Big Share. 

Finland during the month received

BILL OF RIGHTS 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 13. 
—[Special.]—The maid serv- 
ants of Berlin have made their 
declaration of independence 

and won their victory in the form of 
a bill of rights to which -the central 
committee of the Berlin labor bureau 
has finally agreed. The principal con- 
ditions of employment are as follows: 

1. Each servant’s room must be pro- 
vided with a key, and must not be 
used as a passage. 

2. Each servant must have her own 
clothes cupboard or chest of drawers, 
provided with a key, and each must 


have a separate bed. 


3, Servants may bs on duty for thir- 
teen hours a day, of which two hours 
must be free for meals. 

4. No special duties may be imposed 
after 7 o’clock in the evening and ad- 


5. Servants must be off duty every 
second Sunday from 3 p. m. and on one 
afternoon @ week for at least four 
hours after 4 o’clock. 

6. No deductions may be made from 
servants’ wages for breakages, except 
in cases where they are proved to be 


deliberate.

Put one tablespoonful of copperas in a 
quart of bo'tling water and let stand 
twenty-four hours. Dose, one tablespoon- 
ful of the liquid each morning before 
breakfast for three successive mornings, 
then skip three, and repeat until free 
from trouble. Usually six doses will 
suffice, sometimes only three. It is un- 
pleasant to take, but I have never known 
it to fail.

FORMING A CORPORATION. 

Chicago, April 5.—[{To the Legal Friend

tion of principal office, and duration [not 
exceeding ninety-mine years), which state- 
ment is filed with the secretary of state. Upon 
the filing of the statement the secretary re-

quires the payment of the license fee, which 
is $30 for all companies [other thah home- 
stead, building and loan, and religious age 
ciat'ons, and corpdrations not for pecuniary 
profit] having a capital stock of $2,500 and 
under, $50 for amounts between $2,500 and 
$5.000, and $1 additional for each $1,000 of 
capital stock in excess of $5.000. Upon ™ 
ceiving the license to organize, subscriptions 
are obtained, and after the entire stock is sub 
ecribed the commissioners call a meeting of 
the subscribers, ten days' written notice Delag 
required, to elect directors. In all elections 
of directors and managers the richt of cumn- 
lative voting is reserved. [Const art. ZI. 
sec. 3. Voting may be by proxy. Directors 
are elected for one year, or they may be divié- 
ed into three classes, elected for three years, 
one class retiring each year. The numbe af 
directors and their term of office cannot be 
chanced without the consent of the owners of 
two-thirds of the stock. It seems that d@- 
rectors may number three or more [10916 
Hurd, 636], although it is provided that ths 
number shall not be chanred to less than 
five nor more than eleven.

SELLING BONDS TO WORKING 
PEOPLE. 


Chicago, April 12.-{/Editor of . The 
Tribune.J—Some time since Secretary 
Glass was trying to find out what to do 
to make the new Liberty bonds attrao- 
tive. In your editorials lately you have 
answered that question so far as a large 
percentage of bond buyers. is concerned. 

I refer to the working people who have 
to make great sacrifices in order to buy. 
Many employer® have made it grounds 
for discharge if their employés did not 
buy. In many cases these buyers have 
had to rug in debt in order to pay for 
the bond. And when they get it paid 
for they must turn it into cash at a dead 
loss of $6 to $10 on the hundred. Where 
these bonds are bought on the install- 
ment plan the banks take the first 
coupon off. The big talk in the past has 
been that @’ncle Sam was going to pay 
you for loaning him your money. In-° 
stead, it works out that the poor people 
must pay from $6 to $10 for the privilege 
of loaning their money and have to make 
great sacrifices to do it. 

Wealthy people do not buy in a way 
that hurts them as it does the man who 
is working for a few dollars a week. I 
have in mind an instance of a millionaire 
who buys up to the exemption limit and 
puts the rest of his money intw things 
that pay’ a larger interest. The 5 per 
cent interest does not interest the buyers 
who are working for Igss than $20 a week 
because they never have a chance to 
finger any of it; I believe it is a con- 
servative estimate that 90 per cent of 
these people have to sacrifice their bonds. 
Unless some provision is made along the 
lines suggested in your editorials to pro- 
vide for the redemption of these bonds 
at par, there is going to be pretty hard 
sledding for the sale of bonds to work-

the courage and wisdom of, the allies, 
the heritage of every nation.

Answers—[1] Few experts use steel] rods 
as a steady proposition. ‘They are good 
rods for the beginner and the man who 
goes fishing only once in a while. [2] A 
five and one-half footer is a good all 
around length. [3] Depends on your 
means. If you intend to stick to bait cast- 
ing it will pay you to spend $5 or $10 
more than you think you can afford. 
Reels costing from $15 to $20 are me- 

dium priced and are good casting tools. 

[4] A silk casting line testing from twelve 
to sixteen pounds is a good one for all 
around work. [5] You will have to solve 
the bait question yourself. Every angler 
has his favorites. Include in your outfit 
a few weedless pork and frog hooks, 
single and tanden spinners, weedless cast- 
ing flies, and what other artificials you 
fancy.

His accuser was Weiskopf, his step- 
son, who returned to Chicago from Sa- 
vannah, Ga., d’confronted Courtney 
in his cell. To\Capt. Michael Gallery 
of the Deering street police station 


.Weiskopf admitted: that he had main- 


tained silence concerning his mother’s 


years, though two years ago his elder 
brother, Edward, had stated to him on

Capt. Gallery said last night he 
would ask Coroner Hoffman to exhume 
Mrs. Courtney’s body and to reopen the 
inquest, whicit determined that she suc- 
cumbed to pneumonia. 


Coroner Ready to Act.

Finds His Mother Dead. 


‘“‘Her body was quite cold; it seemed 
to me she must have been dead seven 
hours or more. There was, moreover, 
a cut on her forehead—not very deep, 


| but surrounded by a bruise. My father 


frequently had beaten and threatened 
her with a poker. He—~” | 

“That's not t-ue,” Courtney inter- 
rupted. “We quarreled, but I never 
used a poker.” / 

“You did,” Weiskopf reaffirmed, 
“and Eddie frequently took it away 
from you. You were not tn the house 
that morning ——” 

“ Yes, I was,” Courtney contradicted; 
“you found me on a couch in the front 
room.”

“In any event,” his stepson went on, 
“on May 13, 1918, my brother was 
stricken with double pneumonia. The 
family had broken up and he then re- 
sided at 2232 South Cornell avenue.

His Wife Feared Him. 
“T have never fully trusted him, and 
my wife feared him. But she was kind 
hearted and refused to exclude him 
from the house. No one else would 
have harmed her or the baby.” 
The coroner's records reveal that an 
inquest was held over the body of Mrs, 
Courtney in the family residence, 111 


South Halsted street, the same day she 


was found dead in bed. 

Weiskopf was a witness but said 
nothing about being excluded from his 
mother’s room, #o far as the transcript 
of the testimony reveals. _Zpurtney 
testified that when he left his house 
at about 4 o'clock the preceding after- 
noon his wife had been in bed. She 
had not been well, he said, since May.

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U.S. Girl Too Costly 


Who Married Abroad 


Why thousands of United States sol- 
diers found French girls more attrac- 
tive than American girls as swe¢t- 
overseas troops returning to Camp 
Grant for demobilization. 

“ French girls were better comrades, 
that’s the truth of it,” insisted a dough- 
boy who admits he left his heart in Nor- 
mandy. “ Their tastes are simple, and 
they are exceedingly thrifty. Besides 
this, they are the best kind of pals. 


“Most of the men in our army in 
France aren’t millionaires. They’re of 
very moderate means, and the econom- 
ical habits of the French girls made a 
big hit with American boys in the ex- 
peditionary forces. Why, if you took 
Marie or Yvette to a movie once a week 
she was immensely pleased. You can 
court and win a French girl for a third 
of what it costs to make even an im- 
pression on one of our American 
beauties. And you don’t have to give 
her a limousine for a wedding present, 
either. 

“ Not that the average American sol- 
dier is a tightwad—far be it from such! 
But he does appreciate the considera- 
tion shown by the French girls in re 


every time he calls upon her.” 


One doughboy estimates that 10,000 
Yanks were married to French brides 
during. the week following the signing 
of the armistice, and that hundreds of 
other Franco-American matrimonial al- 
liances have been consummated each 
succeeding week. 

“Uncle Sam will have a big job on 
his hands getting all these French war 
brides over to this country in the next 
year,” added another gold chevron 
man. 


APOLLO CLUB REVIVES 
VERDI'S REQUIEM 


In its two aspects as L@nten music 
and as a tribute to Chicago’s dead in 
the war, yesterday's performance of 
Vergi’s splendid Requiem was success- 
ful beyond anything else the Apollo 
Club has given in at least three years. 
\In ensemble and tn the singing of the 
important solo music for contralto and 
bass, the revival was immensely bet- 
ter than last year’s.

| GARDEN PEAS. - 
Mid-April is the time to begin plant- 
ing and sowing in the gardens of this 
vicinity, and, as soon as the ground is 
workable after the present rains, a 
start should be made by sowing let- 
tuce, radishes, spinach, and onion seed, 
Planting shallots, multiplier and yel- 
low bottom onion sets, asparagus, and 


In practice peas are planted at any 
time during April, but nothing is 
gained by planting the first seven or 
eight days, owing to slower germina- 
tion and, at least in the case of the 


to rot in the cold, moist ground. The 
danger is the greater when the condi- 
tion of the soil favors quick, early ger- 
mination, for late frosts may come at 
blossom time to greatly reduce if not 
entirély wipe out the prospective yield 
of pods. 


As a rule, peas planted between April 
8 and 15 will overtake the earlier plant- 
ings, particularly in heavy soil, and 
escape the repeated cultivation after 
each rain which the earlier plantings 
have already received without material 
advantage. 

Peas thrive in any well manured and 
thoroughly worked soil, but attain their 
best development in the cooler, moist, 
heavy soils, though they may mature 
a week later than in the warm, drier 
sandy soils. 

By planting four successful varieties 
now—Extra Early Alaska, Gradus, 
Alderman, and Telephone—we shall 
pick them, in the order named, from 
about June 10 till July 5 The pea 
vines cannot endure midsummer heat, 
die off after fruiting, and should be 
) cleared at once after harvest for the 
next succession in the planting plan. 


Two pounds of Extra Early Alaska 
seed is required for each 100 feet of 
row; of the other varieties named, one 
and one-third pounds. At two and one- 
half feet between rows of the former 
and three feet for the latter, ° this 
amounts to about three-fourths of a 
bushel of seed per acre in large oper- 


ka is thirty-five to fifty bushels of pods 
per acre and of the others 
sixty-five bushels, under pr 
and conditions. Seventy-five to 100 
feet of row wil provide amply for the 
family table during pea season. Can- 
ning is not warranted, as market 
canned peas are generally excellent in 
quality and reasonable in price. 

Planting at this time, peas should 
be covered with two inches of soil. In 
the back yard garden it is best to plant 
in four inch drills, returning only two 
inches of the soil, leaving the re- 
mainder in protecting ridges on both 
sides to be gradually returned in sub- 
sequent hoeings during a period of 
several weeks. | 

In the home garden, peas should be 
provided with a trellis of poultry net- 
ting or of strings stretched at four 
inch intervals to a height of perhaps 


|four feet, or leafless brush or twigs 


of that length should be inserted along 
the drill at intervals of about four to 
six inches. None of these methods is 
profitable in large operations and the 
practice is to let them grow till they 
blow over, when they turn upward 
and bear on the upright portion. Pods 
touching the ground generally rot. 
The soil must, by frequent hoeing, 
particularly after each rain, be pre 
vented from crusting over.

The railroads may safely look ahead 
to interest, dividend, and maturities on 
May 1 without much worry. The war 
finance corporation and the bankers have 
arranged to look after the carriers that 
far ahead and afterward it is expected 
that the load will be passed over to the 
shoulders of congress.
